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Although  the  act  which  created  this  board  did  not  become  effective  until 
January  1,  1970,  Governor  Anderson  appointed  the  board  members  on 
July  2,  1969  thereby  making  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  possible  on  its  effective  date.  The  board  met  four  times  in  1969 
and  accomplished  the  folloi^ing: 

1.  adopted  by  laws  for  its  own  government; 

2.  adopted  substantive  rules  and  rules  and  regulations; 

3.  adopted  rules  of  practice  and  procedure; 

4.  adopted  a budget  for  the  1970  calendar  year; 

5.  proposi'  amendments  to  the  licensing  law;  and 

6.  receive.,  applications  for  licensure; 

All  eligible  applicants  ^,'ere  licensed  as  of  January/  1,  1970.  The  board 
has  met  tv/ice  since  that  date  and  accomplished  the  follov/ing: 

1.  approved  the  ilonte-ia  State  University  nursing  heme 
administration  course; 

2.  conducted  two  courses  o'"  instruction; 

3.  conducted  tv;o  examinations;
